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Response to Amendment 

1 . Based on applicant's amendment, filed 7/1 1/2007, see page 6 through 12 of the remarks, 
with respect to amended claim 19, have been fully considered and are persuasive, upon further 
consideration the rejection, of 35 U.S.C. 101 and 103(a) for claims 1-20, are hereby withdrawn. 

The claims 1-20 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 
This invention relates generally, to monitoring animal behavior and, more 

particularly, to monitoring animal behavior to determine the presence or lack thereof of a fear 
reaction. 

Based on applicant's amendment, with respect to claim 1, the closest prior art of record 
(DeCharms and Eppler), DeCharms reference is directed to methods, software and systems for 
monitoring physiological activity, particularly in the human brain and nervous system and 
therapeutic applications relating thereto, and Eppler reference is directed to x-ray imaging and, 
more particularly, to calibrating an x-ray laminography imaging system that utilizes a stationary 
x-ray source and generates a moving pattern of x-ray spots on a target to reduce or eliminate the 
need to move the object being imaged, but neither DeCharms nor Eppler teach or suggest, among 
other things, "a first logic configured to classify one or more points in each of the images as 
either on-object or off-object, a second logic configured to compare the classified points in order 
to determine those points for which the classification differs, and a third logic configured to 
aggregate those points for which the classification differs in order to quantify a measure of the 
movement of the object". 

Additionally claim 1 1 representative of claims 19 and 20, the closest prior art of record 
(DeCharms and Eppler) do not teach or suggest, among other things, "classifying each point in 
the images as either on-object or off-object to create classified images, and comparing one 
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classified image to at least one other classified image to determine 

those areas for which the classification differs, measuring at least one neurological impulse, and 
correlating the determination of those areas for which the classification differs to the 
measurement of the at least one neurological impulse". 

These key features in combination with the other features of the claimed invention are 
neither taught nor suggested by (DeCharms and Eppler) prior art of record.
